A former Cuban attorney, 


now living in Gretna, filed a 
suit for damages totaling $1 
million Friday In Federal Dis- 
trict Court, charging that he 
was defamed by a book and a 
magazine article dealing with 
the Warren Commission's inves- 


tigation of the death of Pres- 
dent John F. Kennedy. 

The suit waa filed by Dr. Car- 
los Brlnguier against Gambi 
Publications Inc., publishers of 
the magazine “Saga. 11 and Har- 
old Weisberg, Hyattstown, Md., 
author of the book "Whitewash 
—The Report on the Warren 
Commission Report," and the 
magazine article "Kennedy's 
Murder— Buried Proof of a Con- 
spiracy 

It is charged that the book 
and magazine article defamed 
5 the plaintiff by alleging: 

1. That he was a former of- 
ficial of the Castro government 
1 until be defected in Msy, i960. 
~ 2. That he disguised this to 
; the degree possible during his 
5 testimony before the Warren 
1 Commission. 

1 3. That although he identified 


, himself to the Warren Commis- 
sion as a salesman and man- 
j a &er of a store called Casa 
Boca, 107 Decatur, he was in 
fact an owner in partnership 
with his brother-in-law, Rolando 
Pelaez. 


4. That upon arriving In New 
Orleans Feb. 16, 1961, he was 
- the delegate of the Cuban Rev- 
. olutkmary Council. 

. 5. That he lj an enemy of the 
i United States who hates the 
; United States more than he 
i does Russia. 

■ The suit claims that Dr. Brin- 
guier Is avidly dedicated to the 
cause of freedom in the Ameri- 
cas and is wholeheartedly a pa- 
triot of the U S. 

He charges that this Is shown 
by documents presented to him 
by the Christian Crusade and 
the Information Council of the 
Americas.
